The 
move equalled a dollar deva- 
luation of about 3.9 per cent. 
The dollar stood firm on the 
commercial market at 5.5130 
francs to 5.5150. 


On the Swiss market at Zur- 


ich, the dollar opened slightly 
lower at 3.9850 to 3.9975 francs, 
down from Monday's close of 
3.99 to 4.00 francs. The level 
represented a dollar devalua- 
tion of 2.3 per cent. 


In Frankfurt, it opened un- 


changed at 3.3890 marks, an ef- 
fective revaluation of the mark 
of 7.99 per cent. 


At mid-morning in London, 


the pound sterling was trading 
for 2.4600 dollars, the same as 
Monday's close, representing a 
dollar devaluation of 2.4 per 
cent.

Swank was unharmed and an 


embassy spokesman said the 
ambassador was not aware un- 
til several hours after the in- 
cident that an assassination at- 
tempt had been made. 


The riderless bicycle bumped 


gently against Swank's car as 
it rolled out into the roadway, 
the official said. 


A Cambodian security guard, 


Sgt. Yim Sarun, accompanied 
the ambassador on the half- 
mile journey from his residence 
and later sent police back to in- 
vestigate the bicycle, which 
was found to have a plastic ex- 
plosive charge attached to the 
handlebars, 
the 
spokesman 


said. 


He added that the incident 


occurred around 7:30 a.m. but 
that the ambassador was not 
informed of the assassination 
attempt until midmorning. 


The spokesman said the plas- 


tic bomb weighed 10 to 20 
pounds.

A crowd of 6,000 to 10,000 per- 
sons took part in the march, 
which was sponsored by the 
National Action Group. 


Elsie Bigger, coordinator of 


the Freedom Schools plan, said 
classes would be opened in vol- 
unteered space in churches, 
homes and unused storefronts, 
and would be taught by accre- 
dited teachers. 


The teachers would volunteer 


their services at first without 
pay and that the schools would 
operate at least until appeals of 
the court-ordered school busing 
plan are settled, Mrs. Bigger 
said. 


She added that the schools 


would depend on voluntary con- 
tributions initially and that they 
would accept any student, in- 
cluding blacks, unless the pupil 
"has a history of some behavior 
problems." 


"There are blacks and there 


are whites who do not want 
busing," Mrs. Bigger said. "I 
think there will be offers by 
members of the black commu- 
nity 
to 
support 
Freedom 


Schools who do not want their 
children bused." 


The 
court-ordered 
busing 


plan in Pontiac, to begin, to- 
day, will affect some 9,000 stu- 
dent out of the district's total 
school population of 24,000 pub- 
lic school pupils. 


Last week a series of ex-

said it would not make enough 
vehicles available unless it re- 
ceived a rate increase, prohibit- 
ed 
under President 
Nixon's 


wage-price freeze. 


At Nashville, junior and sen- 


ior high school pupils register 
under a busing plan which in- 
volves 700 routes transporting 
49.000 of the approximately 96,- 
000 pupils in the system. 


Because the courts made no 


provision to wait 
for 
more 


buses, the 350 buses operated 
by the school system will do 
double duty to handle an addi- 
tional 300 routes. 


The result, school 
officials 


said, will be staggered open- 
ings. High schools generally 
will open at 7 a.m., junior high 
at 8 or 8:30 a.m. and elementa- 
ry buildings between 8 and 10 
a.m. 


School officials at Columbus, 


said some pupils would have to

Most of the injured were tak- 


en to Watsonville Community 
Hospital, about six miles south 
of the festival's site in a pas- 
ture near 
a lake. Hospital 


spokesmen said a motorcyclist 
identified 
as Peter Michael 


Montera, 26, Long Beach, Ca- 
lif., died of stab wounds. Two 
other motorcyclists, Bruce Mil- 
ler, 31, Long Beach, and Jasper 
Turco, 24, San Jose, 
Calif., 


were reported in good condition 
after surgery. 


Authorities said the trouble 


occurred just as the festival 
was breaking up. 


Witnesses said 19 members of 


a motorcycle club from San 
Jose arrived at the previously 
calm festival and clashed with 
a group of Mexican-American 
youths.

miles south of San Francisco. 


It was the second straight 


day that motorcyclists were in- 
volved in violence in California. 


The festival crowd, at one 


time estimated at 5,000, had 
paid $3 each to attend the festi- 
val which began about 7 a.m. 
Sunday. 


Congress Is 
Scheduled 
to Return 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress returns this week after a 
month's vacation to find its 
agenda rewritten by President 
Nixon—his "new American rev- 
olution" replaced by his new 
economic policy. 


When the congressional re- 


cess began Aug. 6, Nixon was 
pushing 
welfare 
reform 
and 


revenue sharing as the center- 
pieces of the program he out- 
lined in his State of the Union 
message last January. 


But the President, faced with 


a steadily worsening economy, 
shifted gears Aug. 15. He called 
for passage of a tax package, 
froze wages, prices and rents 
for 90 days and took action to 
stabilize the dollar. 


And he asked Congress to de- 


lay the effective dates of his 
welfare-reform 
and revenue- 


sharing plans to hold down fed- 
eral spending and allow prompt 
consideration of his economic 
program. 


Nixon called for repeal of the 


7-per-cent excise tax on new 
automobiles, a speedup in the 
scheduled $50 increase in indi- 
vidual income-tax exemptions 
and a Ifl-per-cent tax credit for 
business investment. 


Although congressional dis- 


sent has been widespread, lead- 
ers 
of 
both 
parties 
have 


pledged prompt consideration 
of the tax package. The House 
Ways and Means Committee 
has 
scheduled 
hearings 


Wednesday, the day Congress 
returns. 


Indications are that a pack- 


age will be approved, possibly 
as early as October. But there 
probably will be changes in the 
Nixon proposals. 


Democratic critics maintain 


they are weighted too heavily 
in favor of big business at the 
expense 
of 
individual tax- 


payers. 


Of the programs proposed by 


Nixon to implement the "new 
American revolution" he called 
for in his State of the Union 
message, welfare reform ap- 
pears to have the best chance 
of enactment this session. 


It has passed the House and 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., chair- 
man of the Senate Finance 
Committee, said he will resume 
hearings on it later this month. 


The legislation contains broad 


increases in Social 
Security 


benefits as well as the welfare 
revisions and, Long said, there 
will be strong pressure for ac- 
tion on the Social Security por- 
tion. 


Under his "new 
American 


revolution," 
Nixon also 
had 


asked for federal government 
reorganization. However, this 
has drawn strong opposition 
both from key Democrats and 
Republicans and Congress has 
shown no disposition to deal 
with it this session.

Senate seat previously held by 
Democrat Guy M. Gillette. 


He was also a principal au- 


thor of the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954 and was one of only four 
members of Congress to serve- 
continuously on the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atom- 
ic Energy from 1946 to 1968. 


After his retirement, he was 


a U.S. representative to the 
United Nations.

One is a flame spreader 
that goes over the standard 
burner head.

T h i s 
g i v e s you a constantly 
heated soldering iron. Like 
an electric iron it needs no 
reheating.

Number of 
Preschool 
Children Drops

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


number of preschool children in 
the United States declined 
sharply in the 1960s, making 
zero population growth within 
this century a distinct possi- 
bility, a research team has con- 
cluded. 


Children under age 5 de- 


creased from more than 20 mil- 
lion in 1960 to about 17 million 
in 1970, a drop of 15.5 per cent. 


The Washington Center for 


Metropolitan Studies said Mon- 
day the decline was by far the 
largest since record-keeping be- 
gan in 1850. 


"The even more remarkable 


fact about this unprecedented 
decrease," the report said, "is 
that it coincided with one of the 
largest recorded 
10-year in- 


creases among young adults in 
the principal childbearing-age 
range." 


The 15-34 age group increased 


by 29 per cent, and the number 
of persons aged 20 through 24 
grew by 52 per cent. 


Researchers said replace- 


ment of the "baby boom" of 
the 1950s and 1960s by a "baby 
bust" will have a major impact 
for decades in social, political 
and economic terms. 


It will "probably take several 


decades more for the current 
fertility trend, if continued, to 
bring stability or decline of the 
total population," the study 
says. 


"There are so many more 


young adults than older people 
that, despite the unprecedented 
recent decline in childbearing, 
births still outnumber deaths 
nearly 2 to 1." 


Tut the study says new fac- 


tors have entered the cene— 
"the pill" and "a dramatic 


change in the attitudes 
ward both conventional mar- 
riage and large families." 


There was a dramatic in- 


crease in the number of unmar- 
ried adults and a slight rise in 
the average age at marriage, 
the study said. 


The statistics show "the na- 


tional 
psychology 
may 
be 


changing, perhaps in response 
to public education campaigns 
stressing the dangers inherent 
in 
unrestricted 
population 


growth," the report said. 


The study was financed by 


the Ford Foundation, the Mor- 
ris and Gwendolyn Caftitz 
Foundation and the Eugene and 
Agnes E. Meyer Foundation.
